ition. 


A. Method of Feeding. 


The following method has proved its sue- 


cess and popularity, and is one suitable to 
the average farmer: 


Morning feed—Grains. 
Mid-day—Soft food of a suitable mixture. 
Evening—Grains. 

The morning feed might consist of sound. 


plump oats and small wheat in equal pro- 
portions. Formerly im very cold weather 
kibbled or cracked maize would be used, 
either alternating with the mixed grains or 
every morning, for a week or so. Barley 
could now be used in like manner. The 
Same grains are fed in the evening. The 
correct quantity 1s about two ounces per bird 
daily, giving half the quantity at each meal. 


A good meal mixture for mid-day meal of 


soft food is made up as follows:—Three parts 
(by weight) good pollard, two parts good 
bran, two parts good barley meal, two parts 
good finely ground oats, one part good fish 
meal. 


This mash should be prepared at least two 


hours previous to time of use and fed warm, 
in troughs. Cooked or finely-chopped raw 
vegetables may be added with advantage to 
the mash. Skim or separated milk, if avail- 
able, is a great advantage. It may be used 
either to mix the meals to a crumbly state 
or given separately to drink. 


Dry Mash. 


In addition to the above. it is recommended 


that all poultry-keepers, more particularly 
those who desire winter eggs, should give 
dry mash, and a dry-mash hopped of reliable 
make should have a place in every laying 
house. 


The feeding of dry mash ensures that all 


pullets are provided with that little extra 
which is so necessary to the heavy layer. 
For this mixture the following is recom- 
mended :—Four parts good pollard, two paits 
good bran, two parts good barley meal, one 
part finely-ground oats, one part fish or meat 
or bone meal.

superiority of the dry-hand method. 


In these days, when the importance of 


hygiene in everything relating to dairying }s 
‘so much stressed, one might think there 
should no longer be need for condemning the 
practice of wet milking. It is a habit which 
should not be tolerated on any farm. but there 
is no doubt it is still too prevalent. 


Methods Compared. 


That dry-hand milking is the better method. 


both from a sanitary standpoint and that of 
efficiency, is beyond question. With dry 
milking, too, there are fewer teat troubles. 
which is a weighty consideration in ‘itself. An 
all-important thing is that a milker be taught 


‘Vv 


the right. way at the start. If he starts with 
the dry-hand system he is .never likely to 
adopt the wet. But if he gets into the-habit 
of wet-hand milking at the beginning | 
will be difficulty m changing over to the dry 
method later. Yet. once learned, the drv- 
hand plan is the better.

A glance at the operation of milking as 


still carried out by too many workers would 
impress even a casua! observer with the 
unhygienic nature of the wet-hand method. 
The first milk drawn is used for moistening

or lubricating the teat. As a preliminarv 
washing or wiping of the udder is not yet a 
general rule, those drops of the milk so used 
which fall into the pail impart contamination, 
and this is increased as the milker passes 
from cow to cow repeating the process. 


Where such methods are practised the pro 


duction of really clean milk with satisfactory 


keeping qualities is clearly impossible. 
Avoid the First Milk. 


Even when udder. teats and hands are all 


quite clean. the first milk drawn should never 


be collected.in the pail or used for any 
purpose, since 1t invariably contauis bacteria 


of questionable kinds. It should be rejected, 


being simply milked on the floor. 
From the standpoint of the cow, too, wet- 


hand milking is disadvantageous, as by this 
method there is always too much stripping 
and drawing at the teats, causing ‘unneces- 


sary friction, even though the teats are wet. 
A first-class, dry-hand milker never ‘pulls or 
stretches the teats at all. The pressure 
of his hands ts never downwards, but en- 
tirely horizontal—as it should be. As the 
udder becomes nezrly empty the milker, 
vorking by the correct method, simply 
grasps the teats higher up, continuing the 
horizontal pressure till the last milk is drawn. 
The teats should not be drawn beyond their 
natural length—though milking seems an im- 
possibility to the wet-hand operator if the 
teats are not drawn or stretched. 

A wet-hand miller may contend that his 
method is natural, because it imitates fairl, 
closely the action of the calf when sucking: 
but it may be pointed out that the calf does 
not strip or pull the teat. It retains it in 
practically oae position, giving the udder an 
occasional punch upwards, and only releasing 
one teat to change to another. The calf is a 
wet milker because it.has no choice, and its 
clean saliva has a healing effect on the 
teat. 

Wet mulking- once adopted is a difficull 
habit to cure; but a method well recom- 
mended for the purpose is to get the milker 
to wash and dry his hands, and then smear 
them lightly with vaseline. The usé of the 
vaseline, too, helps to keep the teats, supple, 
while, being a mild antiseptic, it helps to 
prevent garget or mammitis. B

THE MARKET FOR 
TURKEYS 


HILE it is possible, despite the heavy 
duty imposed by Great Britain, that 


a Christmas. export trade in turkevs 
may be experienced this vear, there are heavy 
odds against this trade being profitabl 

This country always has been able to supply 
the home demand for turkeys, but the 
amount of profit obtainable has usually been 
dependent on the demand for cross-Channe! 
consumption. 

This year, in order to assist English and 
Welsh producers of good quality turkeys, the 
British Ministry of Agriculture ‘and the 
National Mark Egg and Poultry Trade Com 
mittee are agreed as to the importance of 
making a determirad effort to secure that a 
substantial proportion of home-produced 
birds are marketed under National Mark 
grades during the forthcoming Christmas 
season. Hitherto, little advantage has been 
taken of the facilities for marketing turkeys 
ander the National Mark. although such 
facilities have been available for the pas’ 
three years. The Trade Committee has a 
cordingly appointed a special sub-committe: 
consisting of Messrs. H. S. Juniper, Stanles 
tí. Shaw, 8. Street-Porter and E. Thornton 
Smith, to explore, with the Ministry's of 
vers, the possibility of devising a satisfacto. 
working plan in the limited time availahi 
An adimitted difficulty lies in the fact tha 
the bulk of the birds designed for th 
Christmas trade must, of necessity be 
slaughtered on the farm and marketed within 
& period of a few days. They are sent direct 
to the principal wholsesale markets and to 
retail shops, and a system of centralised co! 
lection in the chief consuming areas fo! 
grading purposes could not be organised at 
short notice. There are now, however, some 
twenty authorised packing stations handling 
AL (chicken and ducks) under the 
National Mark scheme, and it mav prove 
after investigation that the expert staff and 
marketing machinery of these stations could 
be employed to. grade turkeys in their areas 
and apply the National Mark or the station's 
Own private brand te those birds which reach 
the required standards.

NEW RE-HANDLING 
SCHEME. 


Yesterday Mr. . T. Bradford, managing 
director of Messrs.’ William M. Taylor, Ltd., 
tobacco merchants, held conferences in Athy 
and Carlow with a number of tobacco 
growers with a view to the proposed pur- 
chase of the tobacco. 

In an interview with Mr. Bradford in 
Carlow, he said that Irish tobacco will have 
to be sold as Irsh tobacco, for the simple 
reason that manufacturers co not know its 
smoking qualities at present, and were, there- 
fore, not likely to interfere with the pronrie- 
tary brands which had taken years to estab- 
lish on the market. It had been found that 
in order to sell Irish tobacco it should be 
put on the market at a reasonable price, 

low the price of ordinary tobaceo, There 
must be an inducement offered to the 
smoker. 

In order to sell tobacco at 6d. per oz, it 
must be sold to the retailer at approximately 
6s. or 6s. 4d. per ib., so that when he sells 
it at 6d. per oz. he gets 8s. per Ib. fon it. 
If four ozs. of imported tobaceo are used in 
every lb, there is 2s. 2d. duty to be paid. 
If a manufacturer. pays anything over $5, a 
lh. he cannot manufacture the Irish plug to 
sell at 6d. per oz. | 

Irish growers, Mr. Bradiord continued, had 
their tobacco hanging in barns, and they 
had gore as far as they could go in the 
treatment of it, but it was not then in a 
state for the mianufacturer to, work; it re- 
quired to be re-handled. It was necessary, 
therefore, that some re-handling station 
should be established in some pait of the 
country. 

It had been decided to select Mr. John 
N. Greene’s premises at Kilkea, Co. Kildare, 
as a re-handling station on a large scale, in 
order to give Irish tobacco a fair trial, and 
to relieve the growers of their present 
difficulty. He wished to appeal to the growers 
in that area to take advantage of this scheme.

SMUGGLED 
PETROL LIGHTERS 
GERMAN’S DUBLIN 
AGENT,

N alien trader, who organised an 
A elaborate system of smuggling petrol 

lighters into London, was fined £3,681 
at Clerkenwell Police Court, London,  ester- 
day. 

He is Cuno Dickhofer (35), a German, who 
lives at the Hyde, Hendon, and he succeeded 
in defrauding the Revenue of £1,275 before 
he was discovered. Between May 20 and 
October 9 he brought 17,113 lighters from 
Germany to London without paying duty on 
them. 

Mr. F. R. Fisk, who prosecuted, said that 
the Commissioners of Customs and. Excise 
were suing in this case for treble the duty- 
paid value on the lighters, representing a 
maximum penalty of £5,522 18s. 6d. Up to 
April of this year there was a Customs duty 
of 6d. on mechanical lighters, but on April 
26 the duty was increased to ls. 6d. It was 
increased with the object of protecting that 
particular industry in Great Britain, 


EVADING DUTY. 


The prosecution alleged, Mr. Fisk said, 
that from the time the duty was increased 
the defendant had been abusing the hesni- 
tality which he had received in Bagland by 
setting himself out to organise a conspiracy 
to defraud the Customs, and pocket the 
profits himself by evading the duty. 

In this scheme he involved an unemployed 
Englishman named Levinson. Dickhofer gave 
him employment as a clerk at £2 a week, 
and when he decided to attempt this evasion 
of duty he gave tlis man the alternative of 
being sacked or assisting him in this scheme 
of fraud. 

Levinson, Mr. Fisk continued, was estab- 
lished in Dublin as an importer at the expense 
of Dickhofer. Dickhofer then ordered a 
quantity of mechanical lighters from 
his German dealers, and arranged, for 
them to be consigned direct from 
Germany to Levinson i”) Dublin. 
As soon as the consignments were collected 
in Dublin they were unpacked, and they were 
then concealed in motor cars in the space be- 
tween the upholstery of the seats. The up- 
holstery was unscrewed, lighters packed in 
them, and the upholstery then replaced to all 
appearances in its normal condition. The 
cars were then driven across the boundary 
into Northern Ireland, either by Levinson or 
by Dickhofer. 


IN SUIT CASES, 


In Belfast the lighters were unnacked into 
suit cases and sent to England, either direct 
to Dickhofer’s customers or to Enston 
Station, where they were collected by Dick- 
hofer. 

An elaborate scheme of this kind. was verv 
difficult to detect, Mr Fisk said, and might 
easily have gone on for years without being 
detected. 

Horace Kimber, chief special inquiry officer, 
of the Customs Department, said that, 
according to the documents found, Levihson 
was to have received one-third of the profits. 

For the defence, Mr, M. Cohen said that 
for certain political reasons Dickhofer did 
not want to return to Germany. 

“I have known him personally for a 
number of vears and have always respected 
him,” said Mr. Cehen. “' Ít is really astound 
ing the faith and trust many city men had 
in this man. When they found he had been 
enevaged in this frand, many of them were 
still prepared to stand by him.” 

The Magistrate (Mr. Bertrand Watson) said 
that the penalty imposed would be double 
the dutv paid value, £5,681. The alternative 
would be six months’ imprisonment. He 
also made a recommendation for deportation.

LORD HAILSHAM’S DENIAL. 


Lord Hailsham, Secretary of State for. 
War, in a letter to Mr. Rickards, the 
National Conservative candidate in the 


Skipton by-election, says :— 

_ “I am told that great use is being made 
in your election fight of the allegations in the 
baily Herald this week, that this country is 
engaged in secret re-armament, is giving 
large orders for armaments, and even post- 
poning work on necessary territorial equip- 
ment because of the urgency of the demands 
of re-armament for the Regular Army. 

‘‘IT am happy to be able to assure you that 
the whole of these statements are absolutely 
without any shadow of foundation at all. 

“The orders for the Army, which are 
printed in heavy type in Monday's issue of 
the Daily Herald as hais secret re-armament 
which the newspaper has discovered, are, in 
fact, copied out of the monthly list of orders 
appearing in the Ministry of Labour Gazette. 
They do not form pert of any re-armament 
scheme at all, but are simply the ordinary 
routine orders for the everyday equipment 
of the Army. 

‘So long as we have an Army it must 
have practice ammunition to fire, and boxes 
to keep the ammunition in. and blankets 
under which to sleep Reconditioning of 
territorial equipment goes on every year so 
far as the funds provided by Parliament in 
the Army estimates permit, and stops when 
the funds provided are exhausted. Exactly 
the same thing is happening this year.

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Commerce with Russia. 


Within the last few months the civilised 
world has manifested a tendency to take 
Soviet Russia to its bosom. This new 
tendency must be eminently gratifying to 
the Soviets ; for since the sanguinary days 
in 1917, when they replaced the yoke of 
the Tsar by the yoke of the Communist 
Party, they have been regarded with 
almost universal distaste. To-day Russia's 
agents, in greater or less strength, 
have penetrated every nation; even if 
“Russian gold ” is a myth, Russian 
influence is apparent in the counsels 
of every labour party. Nevertheless, 
the nations have abandoned their former 
reluctance to associate with the Kremlin. 
Many of them maintain diplomatic 
relations with her, and a still greater 
number is buying her goods and 
selling to her in return. In nearly every 
case, it is true, Russia has the best of 
the commercial bargain; for her economic 
policy demands that her imports from 
other countries shall be of the smallest, 
while her straitened circumstances insist 
that she shall sell them all the vendible 
wares that she possesses. The Irish Free 
State bought Russia’s goods to the value 
of nearly £150,000 during the first nine 
months of this year—and sold her precisely 
nothing. 

Doubtless, it is the growth of tariff 
walls between the capitalist nations which, 
barring the products of one from the 
market of the rest, has driven them in 
virtual despair to accept the outstretched 
hand of the Commissars. Quite recently 
France invited a visit from M. Litvinoff, 
the Russian Commissar for Foreign Affairs, 
in order to discuss a new trading pact. 
According to to-day’s news, M. Litvinoff 
is now on his way to the United States, 
where he will confer with President 
Roosevelt concerming the resumption of 
diplomatic relations, which have been 
interrupted since the Russian Revolution. 
It is a curious fact that, although the two 
countries have been thus at arm’s length 
for sixteen years, no other nation has con- 
tributed so largely as the United States to 
the establishment. of modern Russia. 
Most of the great Soviet factories have 
been built under the guidance of American 
engineers, and to'this day American 
experts are-in control of many of them. 
A great part of Russia’s machinery, too; 
has come from United States factories— 
whether directly, or indirectly through 
Cork and Dagenham. President Roose- 
velt probably feels that the foothold 
which his countrymen have gained in 
Russia during these years must be made 
secure. The invitation to M. Litvinoff 
that the United States has 
swallowed one of her most rigid prin- 
ciples ; but to-day she cannot afford to be 
particular. 

Britain has suffered heavily by the new 
Russia’s unwillingness to pay the debts 
incurred under the Tsarist régime, and 
this refusal frequently has blocked the 
way to a complete and free interchange 
of commerce. At the beginning of this 
‘year the British trade agreement with 
Russia expired. Negotiations for a new 
pact were in progress when the affair 
of the Metropolitan-Vickers engineers 
occurred, and Britain promptly cut them 
short. With the settlement of that case 
negotiations have been renewed, and are 
in progress at the moment. Britain 
cannot commit herself lightly in this 
bargaining with Russia; for she has 
pledged herself, in all such matters, to 
consider first and foremost the interests 
of the Dominions. Some trouble has 
arisen of late in connection with the entry 
of Soviet timber to British ports; the 
Canadian Government demands that a 
limit shall be placed on the supply which 
Russia may send to Britain, in order that 
the livelihood of the Canadian lumber 
interests may not be endangered. Clearly, 
Britain must lend a ready ear to this 
request if the spirit and letter of the 
Ottawa agreements are not to be 
infringed. She is in sore need of markets, 
but she must not forget that Canada 
always has acted fairly by her, and that 
the Communist reputation for straight 
dealing is not as good as it might be. If 
she safeguards herself, trade with Russia 
may help her manufacturers, but she must 
not be tricked again. | 


The Pig Trade. 


Yesterday the Free State Minister for 
Agriculture announced that the bounty on 
bacon, live pigs and pig carcases for con- 
version. into bacon would be paid again 
until further notice. Henceforward, how- 
ever, the bounty will be payable only to 
those exporters who have quota licences for 
sale to Great Britain, and they will be paid 
only on the amount of their quota. On 
the other hand, a bounty will be payable 
without quota licences to exporters of live 
pigs and pig carcases which are not in- 
tended to be converted into bacon. Simul- 
taneously with this announcement comes | 
the news that the British Government is 
taking further steps to reduce the import 
of pigs and their products into ‘Great 
Britain. The success of the National 
Marketing scheme has been so great, that 
drastic limitations of imports have become 
necessary. Contracts have been signed for 
the supply of 620,000 bacon pigs between 
November and February, and it is reckoned 
that the home market now can supply as 
much as three million hundredweights a 
year, whereas a few years ago the total 
home supply was only half that amount. 
In these circumstances, the British Govern-

| Government has been forced to insist on 


its plan, with the result that the pig guota 
will be reduced all round by sixteen 
per cent.

When the 
land annuities were withheld Mr. Seán 
Lemass announced in Dáil Eireann that 
Britain never could do without the Free 
State's live-stock and farm produce; and 
apparently the Dublin Government 
cherished the fond hope that it could bring 
the British people to their knees. During 
the Great War the advocates of the un- 
restricted submarine campaign in Germany 
cherished the same hope. Mr. de 
Valera’s economic war has taught Britain 
that she has agricultural resources which 
never haye been developed. In the past 
live-stock and foodstuffs could be imported 
freely from Ireland, and the British did 
not exert themselves to increase their own 
supplies. Now they are determined to give 
their long-suffering farmers the chance for 
which they have been yearning, while Dr. 
Ryan, with his preposterous bounties, is 
trying to force them to buy Free State 
produce. In the meanwhile, Northern 
Ireland is tertius gaudens. The Free 
State’s loss is her gain, and the longer the 
economic war continues, the better she will 
like it. 


Doctors and India. 


If the British Government persists with 
its White Paper scheme for India, it will 
put an end to the careers of hundreds of 
capable Englishmen and Irishmen in the 
various services of the Dependency. 
Among them will be the physicians and 
surgeons of the Indian Medical Service. 
We learn from the Morning Post that the 
White Paper proposals have inspired 
genuine alarm in the British Medical 
Association, which has prepared a memor- 
andum on the subject for submission to 
the Select Committee on India. It declares 
that, if the proposals are carried into effect, 
the service will cease to attract men of 
the highest attainments, and that both 
India and the profession will suffer. At 
present the Indian Medical Service, 
recruited from the cream of the British 
and Irish universities, is regarded as the 
finest body of medical men in the world. 
Eminent efficiency is required of it; for 
the backward areas of native India are a 
fertile field for disease, and, without the 
unremitting labours of the most skilful 
doctors, epidemic after epidemic would 
ravage the whole Dependency. Under the 
White Paper scheme, apparently, the civil 
branch of the service will be discontinued, 
and British practitioners will be employed 
merely on contract. These terms will not 
allure the best men, and the whole medical 
system which has done so much for India 
in the past will be disintegrated. From 
India’s point of view the loss will be irre- 
parable. Furthermore, the many young 
Britons and young Irishmen who look to 


abandon their hopes. The medical students 
of Dublin University and of the National 
University are confronted thus with a 
double fear. If Britain casts India away, 
they can look there no longer for honour- 
able employment; and, if Mr. de Valera 
evolves an Irish Republic, they will be 
barred as efficiently from all other parts of 
the Empire as from India.

Game Reserves. 
An international conference which 
really may be fruitful, is assem®led this 


week in London. It is concerned ‘with the 
protection of wild life in Africa, and all 
the States which have African possessions 
are represented. At its first meeting the 
conference adopted, as a basis for dis- 
cussion, a draft convention which has been 
prepared by the British Government. 
Among the British proposals for the safe- 
guarding of wild life are the establish- 
ment of national parks and reserves, the 
prevention of poaching and the listing of 
extinction. Already Africa has two 
the King Albert Park in the Belgian 
Congo—but the increase of such sanctuaries 
has become an urgent matter. Indeed, 
there is ample evidence that this inter- 
national effort to preserve Africa's finest 
fauna and flora is being made only in the 
nick of time. During the last hundred 
years inevitable causes—the growth of 
population, the extension of agriculture, 
railways and industrial progress—have 
taken heavy toll of Africa’s wild life. 
Books published in the early nineteenth 
century contain plates of animals and 
birds which are now extinct. In’ recent 
years, however, the rate of destruction has 
been multipled by the work of hunters, 
armed with modern weapons of precision. 
Mr. Te Water, the High Commissioner for 
South Africa, says that the professional 
hunter and the poacher are doing whole- 
sale slaughter, especially in the vast back 
areas. Too often the laws of sport are 
forgotten in the lust for gain or fer big 
‘‘ bags’’; and lions have been hunted 
from motor cars. It is manifest, therefore, 
that, if Africa’s characteristic fauna are 
to be saved, action must be prompt, 
vigorous and international. ,

MASONIC CEREMONIES, 


The Prince of Wales arrived in Edinburgh 
yesterday to take part in two Masonic cere- 
monies and a banquet. During the morning 
he visited the National War Memorial and 
other places of interest. 

The Prince, after lunching in the Royal 
Bank of Scotland with the Duke of 
Buccleugh, Governor of the Bank, and the 
other directors, proceeded to the Freemasons’ 
Hall for the ceremony of affiliation as a 
member of the Lodge of Edinburgh—Mary’s 
a 86 ayte 1 in the presence of members of 
the lodge and of the Grand Master Mason of 
Scotland, Lord Belhaven and Stenton, office- 
bearers of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, 
| Provincial and District Grand Masters, and 
others. 

The Prince was obligated by the Master of 
the Lodge, Mr. Harry Eccles. As His Royal 
Highness had formerly been initiated as a 
Mason, the ceremony was comparatively 
brief, the Prince taking the usual oath to 
conform to the constitution of the Grand 
Lodge and to the by-laws of Lodge No. 1. 

Subsequently the Prince was initiated into 
the Royal Order of Scotland at a meeting of 
the Order by the Earl of El in, Deputy 
Grand Master and Governor of the Order. 

The x Order claims to date from the 
days of King Robert the Bruce. There are 
several branches of the Royal Order in Eng- 
land, and at every meeting a vacant chair is 
placed for the King of Scotland, whose robes 
and sceptre are placed on the chair. 

Much of the ritual of admission is in 
rhyming couplets, and its impressiveness is 
said to depend greatly upon the presiding 
officer’s sense of diction and delivery. 

Any Master Mason in Scotland may apply 
for membership of the Royal Order, admis- 
sion to which, however, is not a mere for- 
mality.

They range from an im- 
pending fresh suspension of the Constitu- 
tion to the making of education a reserved 
matter in view of the open violation of the 
imperial sanctions.

LANGUAGE ISSUE. 


| If the report that the resignation of the 


Minister of Education is being demanded 
be correct, it confirms the view that the 
difference between the imperial authorities 
and the present Nationalist Ministry, 
under Sir Ugo Mifsud, have arisen on the 
language issue. i : 

The great bone of contention in the 
imand is the extent of the teaching and 
use of the Italian language side by side 
with the réle played by English and 


- Maltese. 


Following the suspension two or three 
years ago of the Constitution, which arose 
out of a dispute between the Roman 
Catholic ecclesiastical authorities of the 
island and the then Government under 
Lord Strickland, it was'provided in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of a Roya! 
Commission that English and Maltese 
alone should be taught in the elementary 
schools. The policy followed on this issue 
by the present Ministry, which leans 
strongly towards Italian, is apparently at 
the bottom of the present complications. 

The last elections in June of last year 
gave the Nationalist Party (the party of 
the present Government) 21 seats in the 
Legislative Assembly, as against only ten 
secured by the Constitutional Party, and 
one Labour seat. 


SELF-GOVERNMENT AIM. 

In a statement Sir Ugo Mifsud made 
just before he came into power, as the 
result of his sweeping victory in the elec- 
tions, he said that nobody had ever 
favoured the annexation of Malta to Italy. 


Moreover, “the electoral programme on 
which the Nationalists were elected 


affirmed the party’s continued loyalty to 
the British Crown. 

Their platform demanded, however, the 
restoration of the 1921 Constitution (which 
had been replaced by the present amended 
Constitution), and advocated the repeal of 
all enactments passed since 1928 in viola- 
tion of that Constitution. 

It likewise advocated the immediate 
correction of the Letters Patent of May 
2nd, 1952, especially with regard to the 
Italian language, and due recognition of 
Malta as a self-governing unit within the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 


MEDALS FOR POETS.

THE KING’S TWO AWARDS 
EVERY YEAR. 


An official statement issued from Buck- 
ingham Palace last night stated that the 
King had signified his intention of offer- 
ing every year a gold and silver medal 
for poetry in the English language pub- 
lished in volume form within the Empire 
by British citizens. 

The following committee has been 
appointed by the King to act as judges :— 

Mr. John Masefield (Poet Laureate), 
chairman; Mr. Laurence Binyon, Mr. 
Walter de la Mare, Professor Gilbert 
Murray and Mr. I. A. Richards. 

A small sub-committee will be appointed 
abroad to recommend books from India, 
the Dominions and Colonies. 

The medals will be awarded towards 
the end of every year for works published 
during the preceding year. The first 
awards will be made in December, 1934, 
for works published during 1933. 

The medals will be given either for a 
poet’s first or second volume of verse or to 
a poet still under 35 years of age. 

The committee is empowered to with- 
hold any recommendation for the medals 
in any year in which: they consider the 
work submitted is not of a sufficiently 
high standard. 

Only works that have been published in 
volume form will be considered, and all 
communications relating to these medals 
should be addressed to the Poet Laureate.

The situation in Palestine has become = 
little more delicate, owing to the spread 
of Arab unrest to Transjordama.

New Tonnage. 


A satisfactory indication of better trade . 


is provided by the fact that the amount 
of British shipping laid up to-day is four 
million tons less than it was a year ago, 
and this decrease is likely to continue. 
It is considered, therefore, says the current 
number of the Motor Ship, that ship- 
owners must contract for new tonnage if 
they wish to compete in a race which will 
demand the use of the most efficient vessels. 
It seems probable that two-thirds of the 
new ships will be motor vessels, since of 
the mercantile craft now under corstruc- 
tion throughout the world 644 per cent. in 
tonnage is to be propelled by oil engines, 
and of the vessels which have been laid 
down during the past twelve months 64 
per cent. are motor ships. 


British Art at Burlington House. 


During the past six years the Royal 
Academy has held a series of exhibitions 
of foreign art on an unprecedénted scule. 
In these the people have been given the 
opportunity of gaining a better under- 
standing of the achievements of Flemish, 
Dutch, Italian, Persian and French art. 
The Royal Academy feels ithat the time 
has now arrived when British art ought 
to receive recognition. It, therefore, 
intends to hold in January and February 
and part of March, 1934, an exhibition of 
British art from the earliest times to the 
middle of the nineteenth céntury. It will 
consist of paintings in oil and \.ater- 
colour, drawings, sculpture, embroideries, 
tapestries furniture, silver and other 
objéts d’art, and will at least equal its 
predecessors in importance. “The prestige 
of the British school stands high, but this 
exhibition is expected not only to bring 
to Britons a keener appreciation of the 
achievements of their countrymen, but to 
show clearly to other nations the 
splendid part that the British school has 
played in the development of European 
art. Ample space will be given to those 
artists who flourished in that notable 
eriod of Britain’s art and literature, the 

te eighteenth and early nineteenth 
centuries. Among these, to mention but 
a few, famous names are Hogarth. 
Reynolds, Gainsborough, Constable and 
Turner. An important feature of the 
exhibition will be a magnificent collection 
of water-colours. This is a medium in 
which native painters excelled. 


Protection of Children. 


The Children’s and Young Persons Act 
came into operation to-day. This Act 
gives the National Society for. Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children particular gratifica-. 
tion, since it imyolves a great : 
aspects of child-welfare and strengthens 
the position of the children’s courts. 
Throughout its existence the society has 
worked to secure improved legislation for 
the protection and better welfare of 
children, and this year marks its jubilee 
celebration. Speaking at a luncheon held 
at the Savoy Hotel to-day, Lord Ullswater, 
the chairman of the society, remarked 
that the work of the society, despite 
political cross-currents, continues in Ire- 
lund in just the same manner as it goes on 
in England or in Wales, untroubled an: 
uninterrupted. It is expected that the 
society will benefit to the extent of £50,000 
during its jubilee celebrations, since, being 
non-political and non-sectarian, it is able 
to appea! to supporters in every class. 
Although the new Act crowns fifty years 
of strenuous endeavour on the part of the 
society, it has not yet reached the limit 
of its potential service to the country and 
to the children, and it is hoped that during 
the forthcoming year steps will be taken 
which will result in every child in need of 
care and protection being plaged in & 
position to receive both.

‘* Bounty will be payable in respect 
of exported live pigs and pig carcases 
which are not intended for conversion 
into bacon and which are not accom- 
panied by a quota certificate.’’ 

So far no officia) announcement is avail- 
able as to what figure has been fixed by 
the Board of Trade for imports of these 
commodities into Britain from the Free 
State during the current month. 

The fact that the Danish quota has been 
reduced is regarded as ominous. The 
Danish quota is down by 16 per cent., 
equivalent to a loss on the year of about 
£2,270,000. 

The Free State bacon-curers will each 
be allotted a proportion of the quota 
based, presumably, on their usual rate of 
export, and their output over and above 
this will be stored for subsequent quotas 


DANES INDIGNANT.

COPENHAGEN, Wednesday. 


In a leading article on the British 
Government’s Order reducing bacon im- 
ports by 16 per cent., the Danish Govern- 
ment organ, Socialdemokraten, writes :— 
‘The new demand for a reduction came as 
an exceptionally unpleasant surprise. It 
had been emphasised from the beginning 
of the negotiations on the Danish side that 
this request contravened the principles 
which induced the Danes to adhere to the 
three-year agreement. 

““ As we naturally desired to maintain 
good trade relations between England and 
Denmark, we endeavoured, for our part, 
to prevent the adoption of such a large 
percentage reduction, but the Danish argu- 
ments were not able to win the day. 

“The British Government appeared to 
be entirely on the side of those who 
desired the ‘ cut,’ and it is natural that 
we in Denmark should feel disappointed. 


LOSS OF £2,270,000. 


“Our agreement with England meant 
for us, as we thought, that our export of 
pig s flesh to England would be more or 
less maintained. As circumstances turn 
out, it means a loss to us of over half a 
hundred million crowns (approximately 
£2,270,000) yearly. 

“But for Danish agricultural exporters, 
and for the whole country, this must be 
regarded as a catastrophe, and we look 
forward to the future with deep anxiety.’’ 
The leader of the Danish delegation, 
which has been taking part in the negotia- 
tions in England, M. Bramsnaes, writes 
in the Danish Conservative newspaper, 
Dagens Nyheter, in the same strain. 

“ What*has happened is much to be 
regretted,’’ he says. ‘‘ It was one of the 
conditions of the Danish-English Com- 
mercial Agreement that a reduction of 
that sort should not take place, and that 
was the reason why we considered our- 
selves free to oppose it.”

SENATOR O’FARRELL’S. 
NEW BILL.

The bill introduced in the Free State 


Senate on Tuesday for the more humane 
slaughter of animals is in the name of 
Senator O’Farrell, but is also backed by 
other Senators, including Mr. Samuel 
Brown, K.C.; Mr. David Robinson, Sir 
Coey Bigger and Mr. James G. Douglas. 

The intention of the bill is to bring the 
Free State into line with most other coun- 
tries by making compulsory in_ the 
slaughter of animals the use of a machine, 
to be approved by the Minister for Agricul- 
ture, which will cause, animals for 
slaughter to be immediately stunned, so 
as to avoid unnecessary pain. The bill 
would definitely eliminate the use of the 
pole-axe for the purpose of slaughter, and 
would compel everybody engaged in the 
business of slaughtering animals to have 
on his premises—at all times and in good 
ofder—such machine as is approved by the 
Minister. : 

Similar legislation is already in opera- 
tion in Northern Ireland and Scotland, 
and recently an Act was passed for Eng- 
land and Wales which will come into opera- 
tion in the new year. 
It is recalled that some years ago a 
measure for the same purpose was intro- 
duced in the Dail by the present Speaker 
(Mr. Frank Fahy), but was defeated by a 
narrow majority. Mr. P. J. Hogan, the 
then Minister for Agriculture, opposed the 
bill on the grounds that the pole-axe was 
quite as humane as the automatic killer. 
He also alleged that the automatic machine 
was liable to get out of order. 
Senator O’Farrell’s bill will be circulated 
in a few days, and will come up for second 
reading in the Senate on Wednesday next.

When Mrs. Panter was informed at her 
home at Braintree, in Essex, of the im- 
pending release of her son, she said: ‘‘We 
are overjoyed at the good news. All along 
we had hopes that he would be released. 
I expect Noel will telephone to me from 
Germany as soon as he can.”’ 

To-day being a Catholic holiday in 
Bavaria, with all official offices and shops 
closed, no one in Munich was aware of 
the announcement whien Reuter’s corre- 
spondent in Berlin telephoned to the 
British Consul-General to tell him the 
news. 

Dr. Panter, the imprisoned Irishman’s 
brother, was also in ignorance of the 
happy outcome of the case. 

What the next step will be cannot at 
present be. stated, for the Bavarian 
Government’s decision must now be 
awaited. 

Mr. Panter will most probably not be 
allowed out of the prison, but, in accord- 
ance with custom, will remain there until 
he can be transported to the frontier 
under police guard. It is quite possible, 
however, that he may be set free on 
parole, and given a short period in which 
to settle his private affairs in Munich, on 
the understanding that after that time 
had elapsed he will leave Germany forth- 
with 

The British Embassy has been officially 
informed of the decision of the Leipzig 
Court by the Foreign Office. 


STRAINED RELATIONS 
AVOIDED. 


Dr. Panter told Reuter’s correspondent 
this evening that he would wait in Munich 
for his brother’s release, and he would 
travel with him to London. 

British residents in Munich and Berlin 
are delighted at the happy outcome of the 
Panter case, and it is generally felt that 
the possibility of a strain in Anglo-Ger 
man relations has been 
matically avoided. 

Mr. N. S. Panter was arrested by the 
German political police at Munich on Oc- 
tober 24th, his flat being raided the same 


British Consul was at first refused per- 
mission to see him, and a vigorous protest 
was made to the German Foreign Office 
through the British Embassy in Berlin. 
In this the German Government was 
asked to state the reasons for Mr. Panter’s 
arrest, no charge having then been 
formulated against him. From statements 
in the German Press, however, it was 
gathered that the German authorities had 
taken exception to the account of a great 
demonstration of ‘‘ unarmed’’ storm 
troops at Kelheim, which Mr. Panter had 
telegraphed to his newspaper on the pre- 
vious Sunday. 


WORLD CONDEMNATION, 


After three days’ delay, the British 
Consul at Munich was given permission to 
visit Mr.’ Panter in prison. It was then 
reported that Mr. Panter would be 
charged at Leipzig with high treason and 
espionage under a clause of the German 
penal code which permits of a death 
sentence. 

Mr. Panter’s arrest aroused an outburst 
of protest in many countries, and the 
German authorities appeared perturbed at 
this world-wide condemnation of thetr 
action. Within the past few days the 
official German tone became more guarded, 
and veiled hints were forthcoming that 
proceedings might not, after all, be taken 
against Mr. Panter. The dossier of his 
case was forwarded to the State legal 
authorities, whose decision, now an- 
nounced, confirms the impression that the 
hints were intended to give.

Members of the Irish Republican Army 
also paraded in the Market square, where 
the meeting was"being held. There were 
frequent interruptions, and when Mr. P. 
Baxter, one of the speakers, asserted that 
there was “ plenty of life’’ in the Young 
Ireland movement, a man shouted: 
“There is life in the I.R.A., too.” 
Showers fell during the meeting, which 
was well attended. 

General O’Duffy said that in less than 
six weeks over six hundred branches of 
United Ireland had been affiliated, and it 
was expected that before another month 
the thousand mark would have been 
reached. «‘‘ No one can contradict me 
when I say that ours is the largest’ poli- 
tical organisation in this country,” he 


As a political party, he continued, they 
had a right to organise and establish 
branches without interference. All over 
the country men were parading openly 
with rifles, and the Government was either 
afraid or unwilling to prevent it. Not only 
did those men parade with arms illegally, 
but they openly proclaimed that they were 
the army of the country, and that the 
National Army was a usurpation; and, in 
pursuit of that policy, numerous outrages 
had been perpetrated against United Ire- 
land. Men, some of them over 70 years 
of age, had been taken from their homes 
at night and beaten; and boys, and even 
girls, were in hospital suffering from 
cunshot wounds inflicted by those men. 
For all these crimes not one person had 
been brought to justice, and no attempt 
had been made to interfere with the 
illegal armed parades. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S 
RESPONSIBILITY, 


“I charge the Government,”’ exclaimed 
General O’Duffy, “ with criminal neglect 
because they are allowing a situation to 
develop which, if not checked, is going to 
be very serious for all decent, law-abiding 
citizens. The forces of this State are 
being ignored, and the people do not know 
to whom to turn. 
_ Our party stands for law and order. 
Not a single breach of the law can be 
attributed |to us, individually or collec- 
tively. We recognise the forces of the 
State and the authority of the Government. 
“ We must make it very clear that: the 
Government itself, its Ministers, its 
Deputies and Senators, and the clubs asso- 
ciated with it all over the country are 
alone responsible for the condition of 
anarchy to which this country is drifting.”

A CHAIR OF IDLENESS. 


Dr. Walter Starkie, in seconding the vote 
of thanks, said it was right that al this time 
in Ireland such an addréss should be 
delivered before that great So iety, because 
in it the Auditor pleaded for moderation and 
tolerance, and also for the highest form ot 
education, Dr, Starkie, continuing, said that 
when he considered the subject of education 
he felt pessimistic, because of the many forces 
against which they had to fight in this 
mechanical civilisation. He thonght that the 
teachers and professors were really the heroes 
in facing such overwhelming odds. Never 
was it so necessary to reorganise completely 
the whole system of education. There was a 
great deal of knowledge amongst the people 
to-day, but it was the wrong kind of 
knowledge. He instanced the cheap Press, 
from which people took their opinions without 
thinking for themselves; the cinema, on the 
output of which people were modelling their 
lives; the radio, which was capable ol great 
educational force, but was used for the broad- 
cast of futtlities and frivolities. They would 
have to organise education in such a way as 
to combat the forces of materialism, 

The home was of supreme importance, and 
he thought it a great mistake to send boys 
away too early to school, though he admitted 
the desirabilitv of making boys tough at an 
early age. lhe examination system he 
thought bad, because it tended to cram boys, 
though the present Intermediate system was 
somewhat wider than the old. He thought 
there were several subjects, however, which 
should be learned in hols —drawWing, paint- 
ing, music, and. subjects like choral singing. 
He instanced what had been done in Italy by 
Mussolini through the medium of the Gentile 
system. He thought also that there should 
be great co-ordination between the schools 
and the University. In the Universities 
themselves he thought there should 
be i number of other subjects 
studied. For himself, if he were a 
millionaire, he would found a Chair of 
Idleness, and round that Chair would have 
lectures in poetry, music, painting, all 
those thing of the arts that scientists pro 
fessed to Jook down upon. He thought that 
there should be less rigidity in education, 
and he pleaded for a new attitude towards 
teachers, who were prone to be looked down 
upon. They should remodel their education 
system in accordance with the best principles 
in other countries. By so doing they would 
inuke education something great in this 
country, that would bring tolerance and also 
a belief in their heritage as Irishmen.

SMITH MEMORIAL. TABLET 
UNVEILED. 


A handsome tablet to the memory of John 
Smith, who was called out to preach by John 
Wesley in 1766, was unveiled in the 
Methodist Church, Moy, County Tyrone, last 
week, in the présence of a crowded congrega- 
tion. For seven years John Smith exercised 
a marvellous evangelistic ministry in the 
Counties Armagh, Fermanagh, and Tyrone, 
and died a martyr’s death in 1774, having 
been cruelly beaten to death by those opposed 
to Methodism. In connection with the un- 
veiling ceremony a courteous letter from the 
Right Hon. Stanley Baldwin, whose  great- 
grandfather, the Rev. James Macdonald, was 
brought into Methodism and its Ministry 
through the labours of John Smith, was read, 
Addresses were delivered by the Rev. R. H. 
Gallagher, B.A., and the -RKev. William 
Corrigan.
